The Applicant received a Notice of Allowance dated October 5, 2004 in the 
above-identified U.S. patent application. Attached to the Notice of Allowance was a 
Notice of Allowability which presented an Examiner's Amendment, as well as a Reasons

REMARKS 



The application as allowed contains independent claims 1, 2 and 11. These 
claims are represented as combination/subcombination/subcombination. Based on this 
format, claim 1, at least as originally filed, included all the limitations of claims 2 and 1 1. 
The Reasons For Allowance set forth by the Examiner track the limitations of 
independent claim 1 and therefore present limitations which are not present in dependent 
claims 2 and 11. For instance, the Reasons For Allowance identifies a glass panel 
positioned in the central opening, the positioning of the gas burner below the glass panel, 
the radiating of heat from the gas burner through the glass panel, a combustion airflow 
fan assembly and a gas burner which is visible through the glass panel during operation 
which are not required by independent claim 2. Independent subcombination claim 1 1 
does include recitations directed to the glass panel, but lacks other limitations outlined in 
the Reasons For Allowance, such as the existence of the combustion airflow fan 
assembly. 

For the reasons discussed with the Examiner in connection with making the 
Examiner's Amendment, it is respectfully submitted that all the claims are allowable, just 
not based on the limitations identified in the Reasons For Allowance. Therefore, it is 
submitted that, although the Reasons For Allowance presented by the Examiner may be 
appropriate for independent claim 1, claims 2 and 1 1 should be identified as allowable 
based on their recited limitations.
